Although the average weight of ba­ 
bies is placed at seven pounds for the 
male of the «pedes and six and a half 
pounds for the feroala, ca*ei hfcve been 
known where the figures cjiffered ma­ 
terially from the ones given. There 
are not accurate records available 
that give the lowest weight of any 
baby ever bom. or the highest, but 
after a canvass of several 
medica) 
men and state officials, a balance of 
three pounds, maybe twe and a half 
is struck as the lowest weight possi­ 
ble for a healthy child while some­ 
where around twelve or thirteen is 
about the best poundage that a new 
bom child can attain and not suffer 
from an excess of weight . 
^ 
It would seem that with 9 ar more 
male children bom to the thousand 
that are blessed with an extra half 
pound of flesh, the men would be in 
excess over the ladies. Yet It is ctaim- 
ed that such is not the case. 
In digging into the facts in the 
case, it will be found that male thil- 
dren are more susceptible to fatal Ill­ 
ness than are females, 
Of 
course, 
there are some diseases that prove 
more fatal to the female, bpt it is 
true klso that there are more diseaoes 
that are fatal to the maid. Bronchitis 
and tuberculosis are two striking ex­ 
amples of diseases that are especially 
dangerous to male children. 
Male 
children are also lost in some numbers 
through premature birth. Pneumonin 
¡1 rated as more dangerous to the 
female. 
Other diseases as the mea­ 
sles, whooping cough, and chicken pox 
are a r dangerous to one gender as to 
the other, the percentage ‘ mortality 
rate in the cases of such diseases be­ 
ing about even. 
If you were to be born again today 
or tomorrow, or sometime in the fu­ 
ture, you would have more chances erf 
living that you had when you were 
born. Every passing year finds new 
devices and practices perfected that 
add to a baby's chances of life. 
In 1919, a law was passed in the

Press dispatches recently carried information about the 
escape bf two men' from a hospital near New Orleans. 
They had leprosy. Two boys In Newark, N. J., also were 
reported to have 'Em same disease. 
* There followed the usual fright* and the Tuscaloosa 
News, speaking of the latter ease, says: “ They were 
from 'Bermuda and probably had brought the disease 
With them. 
Most of the population of the city immedi­ 
ately began th worry about catching It, and millions else­ 
where shivered with borrow. 
So great is the power of 
tradition. 
“lit might almost be said that leprosy today it nothing 
but a tradition. To be sure, it Is a real disease, which if 
neglected may prove tfátal eventually, and it can be com­ 
municated to others. 
But there are many common dis­ 
eases more deadly, and therefore more to be feared by 
iptelllgeyit persons.

' “Leprosy is curable and It is far less contagious, at 
least In a temperate climate under hygienic conditions, 
than people suppose.

This sooa 
breaks down the morale and spirit of 
the prisoners, making them moroee 
and desfKmdent, and when they are j 
released they are wholly Incapacitat­ 
ed for any useful pursuit. 


Murder in Russia is relatively a 
mild offense aa compared to counter­ 
revolution.
